The’ Play.. 


The actual play of the hand, 
whore South bought the contract 
for three No Trump , was—West 
opened: the seven of spades, the 
eight was played from dummy, 
Mast covered with the queer and 
the declarer won the trick with 
his singleton ace. Declarer led 
the king and queen of hearts und 
then the nine of hearts, Weat 
diacurded the four of clubs. and 
dummy won the trick with the 
jack of hearts. The nce of hearts 
wis-led from dummy, declarer 
dropping the five of clubs and 
West the deuce of clubs.

Considerablo controversy has 
arisen at Home in regard to 9 new 
policy enunciated by the Board of 
Education in regard to fees for 
secondary schools. Based on ¢on- 
siderations of economy, the idea at 
the back of the Government's plans 
ja that the system of admitting 
pupils free to secondary schools, 
without any regard to the enpacity 
of the parents to pay, is wasteful 
of public funds, and, in fact, runs 
counter to the principle that where 
educational awards are made by 
public or quasi-public bodies, ‘the 
amount of any, assistance given 
should vary according. to the cir- 
cumstances of the successful can- 
didates. At present, a proportion, 
and sometimes the whole, of the 
places in a school are filled by 
competitive examination, the suc- 
cessful candidates at which are 
admitted free. Under the new re- 
gulationa, fees will be charged in 
all schools, and, while special 
places will continue to be filled 
by open competition, the parents 
of successful pupils will be expect- 
ed to pay the school fee, except 
where thelr circumstances justify 
its remission, either wholly or in 
part. The outcome will be that 
the Government will secure addi- 
tional funds, since half of the 
{nereased revenue will go to the 
exchequer, a8 Governnient. grants 
aro based on net expenditure. 

It is being contended that by its 
new plans the Government is now 
reversing & policy which has pre- 
vailed for the past three. decades. 
In this connexion, it is well to re- 
member that’ before: the nation 
accepted the responsibility of pro- 
viding higher education for ‘the 
nase of the people, there was very 
little higher education” at all in 
many parts of the country. With 
the ndvent of the County Educa- 
tion Authoritics, however, chain 
of now secondary Behoola camo 
into being, opening up the oppor- 
turity of better education to thou- 
sands of. children. who. would.

The Fate of the World. 

Mr. Wells is a controversialist 
of genius. He writes, too, wit 
the passion of an evangelist who 
believes ‘that he hos discovered 
the answer to the question, “What 
must we do to be saved?” He has 
now produced a -new- book, .in 
which, as in many earlier ones, 
argument and dogmatic fervour 
are brilliantly combined in order 
to persuade us that, unless we can 
bring about world-federation, we 
thust inevitably plunge into world- 
catastrophe. “After Democracy,” 
apart from two chapters, consists 
of reprints of papers and ad- 
dreases; and the moral that runs 
through the greater part of it is 
that permanent pence can never 
be established till the nations 
have given up their sovereign In- 
dopendence and put their armed 
forces under the control of a 
World State. “Peace and na- 
tional independence,” declares 
Mr. Wells, “are incompatible— 
and our world is refusing to sec 
it.” He disbelicves profoundly in 
internationalism, which ‘recog- 
nises the existence of indepen- 
dent nations, and declares for 
cosmopolitanism, which involves 
the abolition of patriotism. In 
his address to the Liberal Sum- 
mer School—an address which 
crented a minor sensation owing 
to n reference to the King—he 
attempted to persuade Liberals to 
organise on new lines, for the 


growth, this mental -- common- 
‘stock must’be attained. The 
jdeas, the knowledge, must be in- 
sisted Upon. There must be some 
board or committee in relation to 
each group, competent to judge 
the qualification of candidates for 
full membership, and an associate 
of the..movement. should not be 
admitted to participation in its 
preceedings and work -until that 
much proficency is assured. If 
tho reader finds himself unable to 
agree with Mr. Wella’ solutions, 
there can scarcely be two opinions 
ns to the truth of his final warn- 
ing: “Unexampled prosperity and 
happiness are within the reach of 
our’ race: and it staggers on the 
edgo of what may be irrecover- 
able disaster. Every year every 
month of indecision increases the 
jnevitability of that disaster.”

WHITHER SPEED LEADS?.- 


The Higher the Speed, The Lower 
_the Safety Factor.” - 


Every now and then, ut the nu- 
merous airports throughout the 
country (U.S.A.), we hear young- 
sters in the flying game naming 
1,600 to 2,000 m.p.h.,08 the speed 
of aeroplanes some years hence. 


These sume youngsters and a Jot 
of others who should have more 
sense, use the time-worn phrase, 
“the only excuse for aviation is its 
speed,” to back up their . argu- 
ments. In the language of some 
famous poet, “that’s a’ Jot of 
baloney.” Commercial aviation 
will never carry passengers at 
more than 260 miles per hour and 
you ein dunk your pretzel in that, 
wrote the late Charles W. Purcell, 
shortly before his death, 


Now, I!et’s take the different 
angles of the case and work them 
out. First, we have the little pro- 
position of upkeep. We'll say juat 
for the sake of argument that. a 
fair apeed for commercial ships is 
‘160 mph. From actual costs of 
upkeep on the equipment of a 
certain line operating on the 
Pacific Const, we find that for each 
26 m.p.h. af speed added to their 
schedule, they increased their up- 
keep 30 per cent. 


Now, some of you are going to 
ask me why, and here's the 
answer. Motors go to pieces 
faster. Wing covering de- 
teriorates faster and tyres wear 
much quicker, Add ‘to this, the 
ravage caufed by vibration (and 
you have, plenty of this at high 
speed) and you cun easily see how 
Jarge n pockethook it would tuxe 
to pay off. 

Vibration fn an aeroplane causes 
more trouble than any other 
known factor, Its actions are 
never visible to the eye, or nearly 
never, but the results are quite 
visible in the way of . crackups. 
This curse of the flying game 
causes metal fatigue and excess! re 
wood deterioration. . 


_ Metal fatigue is the baby that 
causes steol props to separate 
themselves into numerous pieces 
while the ship is in the air. 


Retaining Health While 
Flying Fast 


Now, we'll drop the upkeep bust- 
ness and look at another side of 
the quesation—pnesengers. - Tho 

assenger is the party that will 
fave to pay for the advancemont of 
aviation, hut—can thoy fly him at 
great speeds and ‘still haye the 
passenger retain his health. 
Doctors will tell you “no,” Thoy 
claim, and this is backed up by 
physical examinations during the 
World War, that only two out of 
each 10 people can stand a specd 
greater than.800 mph: ~ ; 


RYould it be good business to 
land one af theso faat ships on an 


airport with 9° dead passengor?| 
Nay, my child, and I furthormore 


have many doubts as to the: pas- 
sengers' insurance. Tnsurance 
companies stil! have ono eye clos- 
ed xo far as aviation is concerned 
and when a commercial} line starts 
high speed stuff, both their optics 
will close and close tight, : 


Speed flyers will tell you that 
they have certain things to do on 
fast turns. Some of them scream 
ut the top of their voices. Others 
stretch the muscles of the body. 
Each and everyone of them have 
some little thing to do to overcome 
“blanking-out" but the blanking- 
out. process. takes. place just. the 
same—sometimes. ' 


When you hear of a fast flyer 
eracking-up you can nine times 
out of ten, charge his death to thia 
cause. With flying experts being 
wushed out by these shortcomings 
of the human body, what chance 
do you think n passenger would 
have? Vl answer it for you. 
Just about as much chance as the 
cat with the tallow legs had of 
entching that- asbestos rat in 
Hades. .y ; 

Now, for the old time-worn 
argument ubout speed being the 
only thing that aviation has to 


offer. This istrue in a certain 
sense, but it does not yo far 
enough. Did you ever sce a train 
travel as fast as an acroplane? 
No.? Well what ¢lse can travel 
250 m.p.h. with the safety of an 
aeroplane? Nothing. Right you 
are—nothing ‘and lots of it. 


Then it’ seems that for the 
present we have attained a high 
enough rate of speed for the 
present factor of safety of our 
planes. Acroplane manufactures 
and nero enginecrs will have to go 
to work and increase this {actor of 
anfety of our ships before they add 
more speed. The mere fact that 
human beings can go into the air 
and fly ata greater speed than a

When Mr. or Mrs. -Passenger 
gets a taste of this speed, they will 
probably go back to railroads and 
aviation will have to go through 
another siege of starvation to 
wean the pussenger back to the 
afr, Uncle Som used hig head 
when he stnyed out of those 
speed rages,’ A pilot is an asset to 
the country, so why Kill them off? 


These “renders of the future” 
who speak of 1,500 to 2,000 m.p.h. 
in the stratosphere have not 
taken into consideration several 
factors that will result, Two 
thousand miles an hour in the 
stratosphere? Yes, when cows 
Wear pants! Just because some 
cloud ‘cleaver-gets that high in-a 
ballon is no reason why the rest of 
us have to go up there and travel 
that fast. : 


Cream Puffs Fine Material for * 
Aeroplane Wings 


Would some kind soul tell me 
what they are going to build this 
super-plane of anf who’s going to 
build'it?) They could uso a cream 
puff for wings just about ay well 
as they could any of our present 
Plane-building material. It’s :old 
up in the stratosphere—at least 
that's what they tell me—but pas- 
sengers ‘travelling 2,000 m.p.h. 
would be very much put out by the 
heat when landing. When you 
have this much speed and then 
descent to dense alr you have 
enough heat to cook u passonger to 
a nice shade of brown, Why?

Three charges wero’ put forward 
by Mr. Loseby, who said ho would 
press only one. Which ond, de- 
pended on whether. the casc was 
tried in summary jurisdiction or 
sent to the Sessions. © 


Referring to the third diarue. 
Mr. Loseby said the defendant had 
charge of tho cash belonging to the 
tourlst departmont. Ho was given 
instructions to pay $712.80 to tho 
Hongkong Hotel Garage, and 
although ho entered it as paid, he 

put the moncy in his own pocket. | 


Mr. Loseby oxplained that the 
tourist and banking sections of 
Thomas’ Cook and Son, Ltd., were 
combined in Hongkong, peers tn 
under the one management, ‘with 
the'same staff and samo banking 
account,’ The actual cash of both 
sections was under the personal 
supervision of Mr. W, A. Weight. 
The defendant had been employed 
by the two companies for 14 years 
up to June 23, and was in charge of 


“the cash in the tourist department. 


He made all payments and received 
all monies. On June 23 the cash of 
the two departments was amalga- 
mated and the defendant was 
placed in charge of it. He had a 
voucher for every transaction. 


Checking System. 


Mr. Loseby explained that all 
money tuken by the defendant was 
plreed in a cash box far whien 
he had a key. This box was in 
turn placed in 4 combination safe 
which he. could shut but could not 
open. Only three European  off- 
cers knew the safe combination. 


After explaining the checking 
system adopted by the company, 
Mr. Loseby dealt, with events fol- 
lowing June 30. That day, he 
said, was n bank holiday, but the 
offices had béen open for a few 
hours. The following’ day was 
Saturday -and a half hollday, 
Evidence would be given that cash 
was in the box on Saturday. Sun- 
day was a holiday, and on Monday, 
when the office was opened, the de- 
fendant was missing. 


The safo and cash box were 
opened and it was found that the 
bulk of the monoy was missing. 


Mr. Loseby. mentioned a tettor 
received by ore of the staff from 
[the defendant on the day of his 
disappearance. He’also  roferred 
to the defendant's statement to the 
police in which ho was alleged to 
have said “I did embezzlo somo 
monoy. I don't know how much.” 


Mr. Loseby referred to the dla- 
a ppenn ae of 680 rupocs. This 
he sald was in the cash box on June 
80 when {t wns seen by Mr. Weight, 
On the Monday it was missing, and 
evidence would be given that there 
had been no transactions in rupees 
duting the intervening perlod. 


Similar ovidence, he said, would 
be given regarding guilders, franca 
United States aflver dollars, an 
Australian bank notes.
